things confider’d, it will be abfolurely neceflary, as 
well for maintaining the Advanteges already (by 
God’s Blefling) obtain'd, as for improving them, 
and for bringing tke Enemy to Terms of a good 
and fecure Peace, not only that all the Allies conti- 
nue their Efforts, bur thar as much as poflible they 
fhould augment them; That their High Mighti- 
neffes being intirely of Opinion, that this is the 
mcft proper and only Means to make a good End 
of the War, and to obtain the Aim propos’d by the 
Alliance, do heartily with they were ina Condition
